Monrovia!! arrested in Sierra Madre 
on six burglary, theft charges 

cameras and cash during two breakins at the 
Sierra Madre News. 

Camera equipment and guns worth $8000 
include part of the loot being investigated, along 
with a stolen Toyota pickup truck which was re¬ 
covered following a Mar. 3 burglary on Grandview 
in Sierra Madre. Other articles were recovered from 
Arcadia and Temple City burglaries, Cordischi said. 


Richard Casserino, 32, ot Monrovia, was ar¬ 
raigned at Santa Anita Municipal Court in Monrovia 
last Wednesday in connection with six burglaries 
and a car theft committed earlier this year, accord¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre Police Agent John Cordischi. 

Casserino pleaded innocent and is still in cus¬ 
tody. He has admitted to two more burglaries while 
in custody, Cordischi told The News. 

The suspect was arrested Sunday evening in the 
3(X) block of Grandview Ave. in Sierra Madre. 
Cordischi noted that the arrest was a joint effort 
with Arcadia and Monrovia Police Departments as 
well as Sierra Madre and that Casserino was caught 
after a two-day surveillance here and in Monrovia.

After being caught, Casserino led police to loca¬ 
tions in Pasadena where he said he had stolen 
many of the items from the Mar. 9 burglary in the 
2000 block of Liliano in Sierra Madre. 

Casserino is being held on $100,000 bail with a 
preliminary hearing set for Apr.11.

They call me and say, ‘What do 1 do with a 
bunch of old paint 1 have in my garage?’ or they 
say, ‘1 still have some spray left over from treating 
my rose bushes. What should I do with it?’ 
This is a free chance for all of us to clean out our 
garages and get rid of these toxic materials.” 

Typical materials brought in by residents will be 
paints, used motor oil, pesticides, solvents, cleaning 
compounds, automobile batteries and garden pro¬ 
ducts. The only items that cannot be accepted are 
ammunition, explosives and radioactive materials. 

State law allows individuals to transport up to 
five gallons or 50 pounds of hazardous materials at 
one time. In the case of used motor oil, up to 20 
gallons may be transported, as long as no container 
holds more than five gallons. 

The “roundup” is scheduled by the County 
Sanitation Districts in cooperation with the county 
of Los Angeles. The Rose Bowl parking area 
southwest of the Rose Bowl is the area designated 
for people living in this part of Southern California 
to drop off the waste. 


Sierra Madre will vote for three out of seven 
candidates who are running for City Council on 
Tuesday, Apr. 10. There have been several pieces 
in The News, describing how these candidates 
feel about certain issues before the city now. A 
brief summation of each candidate s background 
follows in alphabetical order. 

Gary Adams 

Gary B. Adams says he pledges “impartiality, 
honesty, responsive availability and efficiency” and 
explains why he believes his professional experience 
prepares him to fill one of the three seats. 

Fie has a Doctorate in public administration 
from use and an executive MBA from UCLA. He 
also has his BA from the College of Idaho and a 
Masters in public administration. He is general 
manager and CEO of the Forty-Ninth Shops, Inc. 

He has been a resident since 1968. 

Adams served on the council from 1976 to 
1980 and was Mayor the last year of his term. 
He was on the Pasadena City College Board of Trus¬ 
tees from 1980 and 1984 and was president from 
’82 to ’84. 

Before his present position he was professor 
and department chair of the criminal justice ad- 
ir.inistration. Cal State University at Long Beach from 
1972 and 1984. 

Clem Bartolai 

Clem Bartolai, incumbent councilman, believes 
he has some unfinished business on the council 
and he feels “uncomfortable Walking away from 
these plans.” 

Bartolai served two terms with the City Council 
with a break in between. Her served from 1980 
to ’84 and was Mayor in 1983 and ’84. He was 
also Mayor in 1988 and 1989 and served on the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the Planning 
Commission. 

Bartolai, who was born in Illinois, has lived 
in Sierra Madre most of his life. He is a cycling 
enthusiast and was recently voted elder of Faith 
Lutheran Church. 

He is an administrative manager with a manu¬ 
facturing company in Monrovia. He served as chair 
of the Industrial Committee of the Monrovia 
Chamber of Commerce and continues on that com¬ 
mittee. He also serves on the Board of Directors 
of the Private Industry Council. 

Richard Freeman 

Richard Freeman grew up on Suffolk in Sierra 
Madre and lived in Pasadena and La Canada before 
returing to live in Sierra Madre three years ago. 

He is regional director for an advertising com¬ 
pany. 

Freeman said he is running for City Council 
because he feels he can make a difference. 1 
don’t think they (City Councilpersons) should be 
elected by how much money they can spend oti a 
campaign and not on the length of time they ve 
circulated around town but rather on a true desire to 
better the community.” He added that he is run¬ 
ning on a grass roots platform. 


He believes that the hillside issue “is a very 
strong issue. I feel a compromise has to be reached . . . 
Development is not something we can stop forever. 

It’s going to happen to us one way or another. 

MaryAnn MacGilllvray 

MaryAnn MacGilllvray, the only woman to run, 
is founder and marketing and PR director of Health 
Craft International. She is also on call on the grave¬ 
yard shift as a medical technician at Methodist 
Hospital. 

MacGilllvray was born in Minneapolis and 
came here after graduation from College of St. 
Catherine in St. Paul. She received a BS degree 
in chemistry and biology and has her MBA from 
Pepperdine University, Malibu. 

The MacGillivrays have lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1973 and says she is concerned about “hill¬ 
side development, appropriate education and recrea¬ 
tion. She numbers among her supporters the 
groups against hillside development and Home¬ 
owners/Residents Association. 

MacGilllvray was on the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School board for five years and 
was president last year. She has also participated 
in Little League and other sports activities in con¬ 
nection with her four children. 

Larry Peal 

Larry D. Peal has lived in the community for 
20 years and is a vice president of investments 
with A. G. Edwards A Sons, Inc. in Pasadena. 

He is past president of the Pasadena Stock and 
Bond Club and in the past participated in Sierra 
Madre Little League and T-Ball and was an AYSO 
coach. 

He says he thinks of himself as an environ¬ 
mentalist, “attempting to protect the environment 
in which we live. We need to have more concern 
for our area and do something about our parks.” 

He also believes that more people in Sierra 
Madre should support the merchants downtown. 
“You get total service and care here.” 

He is also opposed to hillside development and 
says we need to improve upon our water situation. 
He wonders why marking traffic lines on the city 
streets has not been accomplished. 

Peal was in the Navy during the Vietnam War. 

Aksei Pedersen 

Aksei Pedersen is vice president, director of in¬ 
ternal audit, director of security and compliance 
officer for Progressive Savings Bank in Pasadena. 
He has worked for the sheriff’s department, the 
District Attorney’s office and has given lectures 
on handling major funds and consumer problems. 

Pedersen has lived in the community for 23 
years and says he is running “because I think we 
should give something back to the city ... I believe 
we should continue with our motto, ‘Village of the 
Foothills.’ That means I’m conservative in my out¬ 
look concerning building and zoning changes.” 

He is a native Californian who grew up in West 
Hollywood. He was with the Marines in both World

A motion was entered and seconded by 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce members 
present at a joint meeting of the chamber and Main 
Street on Thursday, Mar. 29 to officially adopt the 
name “Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce” for the new entity that would be the 
result of the two groups joining forces. The mo¬ 
tion was passed unanimously. 

The major point of discussion on the evening’s 
agenda was funding for the new group. Main 
Street Program Director Ron Hutson noted that 
“funding is a difficult thing. Financing will be a 
prime subject (in the process of joining). It’s an 
agonizing situation. What seems so simple as a solu¬ 
tion is hard to accomplish.” 

Main Street committee chairman, Don Murphy, 
asked if the council would pull funding from Main 
Street if the two groups join. Hutson responded 
that they had not indicated this to be the case, 
while Chamber President Judy Webb-Martin com¬ 
mented that the City Council was quite supportive 
of the move. 

Webb-Martin went on to state, “We need to 
have the finances in order before we go to a vote 
of the membership (of the chamber). If we go to 


assessment (district), we need to show what we’ve 
done and where we’re going. Then we ask ‘do we 
stay to play or do we go away?’ We have to 
present what it will cost.” 

The group discussed the process of implementing 
and Business Improvement District (BID). In sum¬ 
mary, the joined group would have to have the 
backing of 51 percent or more of the business 
community/owners and then go to the City Council

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Agreement signed 
to protect, maintain 
nation’s resources 

Sierra Madreans who have been 
active in conserving and protecting our 
hillsides will be interested to know that 
the U.S. Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) and The Nature Conservancy 
(TNC) signed a national agreement re¬ 
cently to protect and maintain sensitive 
resources on the public lands nationwide. 

TNC is a private, nonprofit organ¬ 
ization with 550,000 members and offices 
in every state. Its main purpose is to 
preserve biological diversity by identi¬ 
fying, protecting, and maintaining en¬ 
dangered species habitat and the best 
examples of natural communities and 
ecosystems. One way it does this is by 
cooperating with agencies like BLM to 
acquire and manage such areas. 

Major projects include: 

• Carrizo Plain Natural Area, San 
Luis Obispo County, where TNC, BLM, 
and others are setting up a 180,000-acre 
preserve to protect nine endangered 
species. 

• Coachella Valley Fringe-toed Lizard 
Preserve, Riverside County, where the 
primary beneficiary was this endangered 
lizard near Palm Springs. 

• King Range National Conservation 
Area and Mouth of the Mattole Estu¬ 
ary, Humboldt County, where scenic 
values, along with fisheries habitat have 
been acquired for public enjoy¬ 
ment. 

• Desert Tortoise Natural Area, Kern 
County, where habitat is being acquired 
to help curb the decline of the en¬ 
dangered desert tortoise, California’s 
state reptile. 

Other major California project 
areas underway or proposed include: 
Amargosa River, San Bernardino 
County; Chuckwalla Bench, Riverside 
County; Cosumnes River, Sacramento 
County; Dos Palmas Oasis, Riverside 
County; South Fork • Kern River 
Preserve, Kern County; Manila Dunes, 
Humboldt County; and Santa Rosa 
Mountains, Riverside County.

What made this study in American demo¬ 
cracy significant was the fact that many who 
spoke against the proposed law were people 
who are usually hard to move or annoy. I’m 
talking about the hard-working long-term Mad¬ 
reans who long ago abandoned an interest in 
the workings of City Hall, for whatever rea¬ 
sons. They had their say at the council, which 
started with a basketful of utopian ideas for 


preservation of our trees, ended up looking at 
bare wicker. So what happened? 

Basically, we stuck our noses where they 
were not supposed to be, in someone’s back 
yard. Do trees need protection? You betcha . . . 
but not from people who probably planted the 
little suckers in the first place. So, a lot of 
people did a lot of work for nothing and it’s 
back to the drawing board. 1 hope those who 
did the research are not too upset, because 
the process is working. Sure, there was angry 
dialogue, but we can learn from that. 

Not quite 2000 years ago a Greek law¬ 
maker, Solon, said the following about our 
system: “Democracy is neither easy, quiet, 
orderly, nor safe. It assumes conflict (within 
the limits of civility) not only as the normal 
but the necessary condition of existence, and it 
defines itself as a continuing process of 
change...” 

’Nuff said. The people have clout when 
they’re Out and About.

Without the willing and positive planning 
assistance everyone contributed, the expanded 
nature of the Fete would not have been possible. 
This evening, (Tuesday) an event debriefing 
is scheduled. An effort has been made to invite 
everyone involved to obtain their thoughts and 
sugge'f’^'ns for next year’s event. 

All of the organizational work and co¬ 
operation were converted into a huge success 
through an effective promotion element. Three 
hundred plus media releases went out state¬ 
wide. Our Sierra Madre News ran hundreds of 
column inches of articles and pictures in weeks 
preceding the Fete. 

The Promotion Council created an im¬ 
proved business directory for visitor handouts. 
The Kersting Court Social Center evolved. 
Mailers inviting community participation went 
out. Thirty-five local organizations res¬ 
ponded with requests to hold bake sales, sell 
arts and crafts, hand out literature and provide 
music. The downtown business community was 
made aware that this year’s event was going to 
be special. Forty-plus businesses agreed to open 
on the day of the Fete. 

New pole banners were commissioned. 
Vans and the city’s Dial-A-Ride mini-vans were 
obtained to provide visitor transportation from 
downtown to the vine. A simple but effective 
decorating plan was conceived and imple¬ 
mented. On Fete day, downtown was filled 
with music, lots of color, the smells of cook¬ 
ing hamburgers and several thousands of peo- 
ple. 

Promotion in the Main Street approach 
means communication — selling the image that 
the business district is alive, viable and offering 
a selection of goods and services that the public 
wants. 

Today, promotion means more that side¬ 
walk sales, Easter promotions and Christmas 
decorations. Promotional activities in our town 
have to help focus on creating a new downtown 
image.

Anne Tyler’s writing makes me laugh out 
loud, and that’s the reason 1 liked “Breathing 
Lessons,” Tyler’s latest, 11th and best-selling 

novel. 

Some critics said she’d done better before, 
others said, “she moves from strength to 
strength.” I agree that both are probably 
true. 

I loved reading “Breathing Lessons 
(and “Accidental Tourist” before that) putting 
it down only when 1 absolutely had to, and al¬ 
ways with the thought, “she’s great!” Her writ¬ 
ing cloaks wisdom inside of whimsey, and 
weaves the past, the present, and the imagin¬ 
ation into a 3-fold cord, unbreakable. 

I enjoy that life in Tyler’s stories has a 
certain carefree confidence. Reading her stories 
is like riding in a hot-air balloon, you gain a 
kind of giddy perspective. The closest “Breath¬ 
ing Lessons” protagonist, Maggie Moran, 
and her co-horts come to real suffering in a 
mournful moping, though the makings for 
tragedy are all fully there. 

But Maegie is Love personified. 



She believes and hojjes all things as she tra¬ 
vels the highways and byways of life with 
her husband of 28 years, Ira, a man with the 
patience of Job, and sometimes, to Maggie’s 
chagrin, the bah humbug of Scrooge, he is a 
man fated to see and live life the way it really 
is. He is the ground beneath Maggie’s always 
ill-fated hot air balloon. 

The novel starts out funny, moves to hilar¬ 
ious, (at, of all places the funeral of Maggie’s 
best friend’s husband) and leads us to great 
expectations, as our heroine attempts to re¬ 
concile her son, ex-daughter-in-law, and grand¬ 
daughter. Though, alas, the balloon touches 
down, and 1, the reader, felt deflated. 

1 felt like I had been taken for a ride 
by Maggie; and all the time we were whistling: 
“To dream the impossible dream.” 

True love doesn’t exactly triumph the way 
1 expected, except maybe in Maggie. After 
her bowl of fudge ripple ice-cream and a good 
night’s sleep, in the morning, she’ll be fine. 

In the meantime, well, it was good to laugh.

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More residents are unhappy with the city of 
Sierra Madre and Griffith Construction Company, 
following last week’s picketing of city hall by dis¬ 
gruntled canyon residents. 

Sister Helen Mary, St. Rita’s School principal, 
told The News last Wednesday, “The construction 
company came in and turned off our water today. It 
is illegal to run a school with no water. The toilets 
stopped working at 12:45 today and 1 have called 
city hall repeatedly to tell them our problem. 
They keep telling me they cannot locate Richard 
Ciarcia (supervisor of city works). I called the Police 
Department and they have not located Garcia either. 
Griffith Company is carrying out its contract but 
this situation is illegal and a health hazard.’’ 

She pointed to Rodney Pedrin, the new Griffith 
Company foreman, and said, “All the blame and ire 
goes on these people and that’s not fair. Why is 
this type of work going on during school hours? 
Why not work on schools during Christmas vaca¬ 
tion? We have Easter break soon Whv ran’t 


schedule work beside a school during those vaca¬ 
tion periods?’’ 

Sister Helen Mary concluded, “The noise polu- 
tion is jarring and disturbing to the teaching and 
learning process. The teachers and children are 
frustrated. The city shouldn’t allow this to happen.” 

Pedrin, a foreman for 10 men, said he had 
come into the job six weeks ago and that the job 
was behind in schedule then. “This was the biggest 
mess I’ve seen for a long time. Today (Mar. 28) 
we are finished. The new meter lines were put in 
1 'A weeks ago and we are just finishing the street. 
I understand there were many leaks in the canyon 
from what was done prior. The problem was the way 
it was installed before . . . Our schedule is a 
tight schedule. We have been running to catch up 
since I took over.” 

He concluded, “I ask the people to please 
bear with us. This job is under a new foreman 
and half of my crew is new.”

Candidates answer difficult forum questions 


Although most of the candidates for Sierra 
Madre City Council reiterated pledges made in 
earlier forums, there were several provocative ques¬ 
tions for them to answer at the forum held last 
Wednesday. 

One question asked how water fees could be used 
for street maintenance and Councilman Clem Bar- 
tolai, the only incumbent, answered that although 
this is a “distinct departure,” the needs of the cities 
change. He asked, “Why shouldn’t water fees be 
used to pay for street cuts? We can’t reserve the 
water revenue just for water. Some revenues have 
to be shared.” 

Bill Tice said he was against using the funds 
for that purpose and Larry Peal again brought up 
why we had paid into the San Gabriel Valley Water 
District for many years and were still receiving no 
water in return.

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Peal said, “That seems to be quite alarming.” 

Mary Ann MacGillivray answered, “Yes, we pay 
but we’re not happy about it. We have some mani¬ 
pulative powers (that should be used).” 

Another question dealt with how busy candi¬ 
dates’ lives would be with the added pressure of 
serving on the council. “How would you find the 
time to familiarize yourselt with the city and yet 
find time?” the questioner asked. 

Bill Tice said he had not attended City Council 
meetings, “lam interested in serving because of the 
issues. I would like to see the water tested,” he 
answered. 

MacGillivray said she believed the question w as 
directed to her because of her four children and 
answered, “1 don’t have to tind time. 1 will make 
time ... I do alot of things at 2 a.m. Will 1? 
Yes. Can 1? Yes.” 

Aksel Pedersen answered, “Time will be found. 
Adams and 1 are the only two candidates who have 
sat in on City Council meetings.” 

Gary Adams said he knows how much time 
it takes and answered that flexibility was the 
answer. 

In answer to the question concerning possible 


secession from the Pasadena School System for 
Sierra Madre, MacGillivray said that the answer 
would have to come from Sacramento. “When 
pressed for a personal opinion, 1 will give a several- 
faceted answer.” She said there must be a “work¬ 
able effort in working within the system.” 

Larry Peal answered, “Children who attend 
Arcadia High School get a very good education. 
Two-thirds of the community have children in 
private schools. It’s like starting college at the age ol 
5. It’s a real crime.” 

Pedersen said, “It’s as I stated before, the mat¬ 
ter is in Sacramento. San Marino has 1'/: schools 
empty and are looking for students . . .” 

Adams said, “As an elected representative, 
1 would feel that it is important to hear what 
people want to do. It is not an issue of the City 
Council at this time. We should listen and make a 
decision that will benefit this community.” 

Bartolai answered, “1 agree with what was said

about the matter being in the hands of Sacra¬ 
mento. We would need an organized meeting before 
City Council when the issue is to listen to the pub¬ 
lic and make decisions of what the City Council 
would want to do. Our decision at this time is not 
binding. It would be like our voting aid to the 
Contras.” 

Tice said, “I’m for a neighborhood school, 
through 12, whether in Sm Marino or where. I’d 
like to have our own board.” 

Concerning a question about the paramedic 
service proposed as a ballot measure in this Apr. 10 
election. Peal answered, “I am not in favor of the 
paramedic issue.” Pedersen, “I said I would vote 
‘no’ and I haven’t changed my mind.” 

Adams said, “I’m not convinced this city can 
afford to pay the costs with our small number of 
residents,” and Bartolai answered, “The City Coun¬ 
cil took a position as a ruling body that they 
were not in favor or against the issue. The voters 
will have to deal with it.” 

Tice said, “I like the current paramedic (he 
should have said EMT) service. If I’m going to 
have a heart attack my chances are much greater 
with paramedic service.” 

MacGillivray said, “The city can’t bear the cost 
as it is construed; however, if it’s my child, 1 want 
a tube put in my child’s throat (inferring that para¬ 
medics could perform this service while EMTs could 
not).” 

When questioned about how candidates feel 
about the other ballot measure of limiting terms to 
two successive terms, Pederson said, “I’m in favor 
of limiting tenure to two terms.” Adams said he 
believes that two terms are sufficient. 

Bartolai, who wrote the measure, agreed that, 
of course, he supported it fully. 

Tice said, “Two terms and two terms only” 
and MacGillivray said that two terms were plenty.” 

Peal said he would vote yes “on that proposition.” 

Should the city avoid deficits such as the general 


entry before it was even supposed to open and they 
finally let them in ahead of the scheduled noon 
opening, but the line never shrank — it just ex¬ 
panded.

Bartolai answered that the deficit “will be erased 
come the final days of appropriating funds.” Tice 
said, “We need a new city manager, a new jump 
master.” 

MacGillivray answered, “In theory I see nothing 
wrong with deficit budgeting as long as you 
have a range plan to balance.” Peal said there was 
“deficit spending not only in Sierra Madre but also 
in the U.S. government.” 

Pedersen, an auditor, answered, “We need a 
stronger budget. There is a big responsibility in 
levying fees to make up for inadequacies.” Concern¬ 
ing the redevelopment of the burned out area (from 
the December fire in which six businesses suffered 
great losses), Bartolai answered that there are already 
plans ti. n currently exist concerning property ow¬ 
ners’ decisions. 

Tice said, “I like cobblestones and brick.” 

MacGillivray answered that it’s a two-way street. 
The merchants must respond to a change in 
hours and services for the community. 

“Main Street is doing a good job ... In the 
next six to seven months there will be many pro¬ 
jects before the City Council concerning the burned 
out area and appropriating funds and finding a place 
where we can buy shirts, socks,” Peal said. 

Pedersen noted that both Main Street and the 
Chamber of Commerce are talking about becoming 
one. “That’s a step in the right direction.” Adams 
said he would like to see teamwork between the 
city, the business people and the people with a line in 
the city.” 

No one liked the flower pots down the middle 
of Sierra Madre except Bartolai who noted that the 
Police Department had indicated that they slowed 
down traffic and had cut down on U-turns. “The 
plants will grow on you,” he quipped.

1. “The Wasted CX-ean” by ITavid K. Bulloch. 

Descriptions of how industrial waste, city 

sewage, agriculture runoff and other pollutants 
are damaging the ocean and how concerned 
citizens can take action. Includes listing of 
resources ranging from government agencies 
to private marine protection organizations. The 
author urges readers to get involved and press 
for protective laws. 

2. “The Control of Nature” by John 
MePhee. 

A collection of man’s attempts to defy 
the odds of nature. The Mississippi river 
has been “tamed” by the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers through navigation locks, with 
certain costs. In Iceland, a small town threat¬ 
ened by molten lava defended itself by hosing 
down the flow. The final case the author 
presents is the predictable disasters in the foot¬ 
hills of the San Gabriel Mountains. Combina¬ 
tions of heavy rain, wind, fire and residential 
building in the foothills have led to inevitable 
loss of property.

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Health care No. 1 concern 
of *old fashioned’ doctors

Our health is pre¬ 
cious. Our concern for 
it crosses all party lines. 
We pray for it and drink 
to it and if we should 
feel it faltering, our 
peace of mind is 
greatly threatened. What 
can add to health anxiety 
is the feeling that we 
don’t know where to go 
or which doctor to call 
if we are sick. 

But here in Sierra 
Madre there is a place 
and doctors that can put 
our minds at rest, and 
our bodies at ease. Sierra 
Madre Medical Clinic, in 
the center of town, is 
committed to treating 
people with old- 
fashioned personal care 
and the latest medical 
knowledge and 
expertise. 

The facility, built in 
the mid ’50s, has a 
homey, comfortable at¬ 
mosphere with its large 
waiting room and pic¬ 
ture window. The clinic 
is staffed by dedi¬ 
cated doctors and has a 
complete state licensed 
laboratory. X-ray room 
and equipment, and it is 
able to give sight and 
hearing exams to police 
and fire service workers. 

Though it may be 
cherished by many in the 


community as a small 
town medical center, it 
also holds the distinc¬ 
tion of serving as a large 
center for industrial 
medicine. 

“Eighty-five to 
ninety-five percent of 
our walk-in patients can 
be taken care of direct¬ 
ly at the clinic without 
having to be trans¬ 
ferred somewhere 
else,” states Dr. 
William White. 

In 1963, about the 
time when a generation 
was getting a little 
weak and doubtful 
about making long-term 
commitments. Dr. 
White came to Sierra 
Madre Medical Clinic 
and began his general 
practice. Dr. Norman 
Johnson had already 
been setting an example, 
for 10 years, of long 
term commitment to 
medical care. It is this 
kind of track record 
that provides Sierra 
Madre residents with 
peace of mind, even 
at times of crisis. 

Now, in 1990, they 
continue at the Clinic 
practicing “state of the 
art medicine,” which 
Dr. White defines as 
“the way medicine 
should be practiced at 
this point in time, with 
all the knowledge and 


information available.” 

Perhaps it is his clear 
blue eyes, his kind open 
face, his relationship 
(a great-grandson) to 
Ellen G. White, or his 
training at Loma Linda 
University and 
White Memorial, that 
cau.ses me to believe him 
when he says “1 want 
my patients to know I’m 
working for them and 1 
want my patients to feel 
that, if 1 don’t have 
the answer. I’m going to 
get the answer.” 

As he describes the 
role of the family phy¬ 
sician, it is what we 
all hope for: a doc¬ 
tor who is in charge of 
our primary care, an ad¬ 
vocate in the midst of 
medical care’s many 
complexities, a doctor 
who chooses carefully 
the specialists he 
may need to refer to us. 
And, also, a doctor who 
is a friend. 

Among the benefits 
of being a general 
practitioner in an 
area like Sietra Madre, 
Dr. White counts the 
stability of the people 
in the town. The long¬ 
term relationships, over 
these years, that have 
built up the trust, 
friendship and discern¬ 
ment so helpful between 
physician and pat-

.Ml this talk about 
separate recycling for 
glass, paper, aluminum, 
etc. has brought back 
memories for me, of 
Sierra Madre in the mid- 
1950s.

requesting the formation of such an assessment dis¬ 
trict. Most districts then have a trial run for a set 
length of time (i.e. one year or more) and then 
are re-assessed. At that time, 51 percent of the vote 
either way will continue or discontinue the district, 
depending on the vote. 

Helen Elliott of the Main Street board re¬ 
minded that the group needed to get moving on the 
mechanics. “If we don’t apply for the tax roles 
with our district by the first Monday of 1991, 
we’d have to wait another whole year until 1992. 
1 he tax roles close that day.’’ 

Doug Delahooke pointed out that this would 
mean the first payment would come to the new 
assessment district (if it was formed) in December 
of '91. However, David May added that the city 
“could help us fund our projects in the interim, 
knowing that the money was coming.’’ 

Delahooke asked for a schedule of “the game 
plan. Are we supposed to be one organization in a 
month? When?’’ 

Webb-Martin responded that the chamber had 
only read half way through the proposed bylaws 
and that they would be completed at their next 


meeting (which was Tuesday, Apr. 3). “But any 
Main Street people that want to attend are, or 
course, more than welcome,’’ she added. 

Hutson asked that in the meantime, while the 
plans for joining were formalized, that Delahooke 
and May, who had been instrumental in rewriting 
the bylaws for the new entity, should start work on 
a plan for the financing and funding of the 
combined organization. Elliott was asked to take part 
in the group also. Hutson reminded that time was 
critical, noting that most communities take at least 
nine months to get organized (into a BID or similar 
situation). 

Two tentative Marketing Niche Information 
meetings for the public have been tentatively sched¬ 
uled for Wednesday, April 18 at 6:30 p.m. and 
one on Thursday, Apr. 19 at 7:30 a.m. The meetings 
will be held in the Senior Citizens Center in Mem¬ 
orial Park and are for the purpose of informing 
the public at large about the newly formed group as 
well as to discuss marketing niche stratagey. 

The next meeting for the two groups will be 
on Monday, Apr. 30 at which time plans for final 
unification will be furthered discussed.

Jesus has told them 
repeatedly that His king¬ 
dom was not of this 
world, but they didn’t 
listen. He told them 
that He came to do His 
Father’s business but 
they didn’t under¬ 
stand. He told them that 
He came for the sick of 
this world and to heal 
them for those who were 
whole didn’t need a 
physician, but they didn’t 


believe Him. They 
were handing to Him on 
a silver platter most 
people would relish and 
what some people would 
die for, but He quietly 
refused their honor. 

Yes, Jesus came to this 
world and the world 
didn’t understand His 
mission. Here we are 2(XX) 
years later and most of 
the world still doesn’t 
understand His mission. 
Jesus came to atone for 
our sins, to pay the price 
for our mis-deeds. He 
did this so that if we 
accept His gift by ap¬ 
propriating His sacrifice 
to our lives then His 
Father would throw open 
the doors of Heaven to 
all who accepted this free 
gift. Here was the crowd 
trying to give Jesus a 
gift which they thought 
beyond measure and al!

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Dr. Miller retires after 44 years Santa Teresita terminates 


Monrovia’s Dr. Albert 
Miller loosens his tied 
and leans back in his 
swivel chair. His paneled 
office reflects signs of a 
devoted doctor and fa¬ 
mily man. Shelves are 
lined with medical books 
and smiling family mem¬ 
bers. 

After 44 years as one 
of Monrovia’s fore¬ 
most community doc¬ 
tors, Dr. Miller is 
retiring. 

“Forgive the mess,” he 
apologized as he pointed 
to boxes of cherished 
items to be taken 
home. It was apparent 
that the move was a bit¬ 
tersweet one. He gazed 
out at the small English 
garden outside his 
office window. 

“Of course, one be¬ 
comes very fond of pa¬ 
tients. I’ve watched 
several generations of 
families grow. It’s not 
easy to say goodbye.” 

Born in Ohio, Dr. 
Miller developed tuber¬ 
culosis in grammar 
school and his parents 
were advised to enter him 
into Pottinger’s Sanitar¬ 
ium in the foothills of 
Monrovia. Pottinger’s 
was a famous hospital 
in an area noted for 
its fresh air and 
sunshine. 

“When my father got 
off the train and in¬ 
haled all that glorious 
desert air and noted 
the numerous orange 
groves and brilliant blue 
sky and sunshine, he 
announced that we would 
be moving to California.” 
And indeed the family 
did. Miller’s father 
was an attorney and 


although the move 
would be inconven¬ 
ient, he decided that it 
would be best for the 
family. 

A child of the depres¬ 
sion, Miller revealed 
that life was not too 
easy during that 
era but that he and 
his sister were given a 
very happy childhood. 

“1 had wonderful 
parents, and in¬ 
spiring father who was 
kind and caring and a 
very dear and gentle 
mother. 1 couldn’t 
have asked for more 
perfect parents.” 

The lung infection 
cleared and Dr. Miller 
went on to attend school 
in Azusa. Later, he met 
his wife, Marjorie Sue, 
at Citrus Junior 
College. “I was 
president of the class and 
Marjorie was in 
my German class. We 
enjoyed each other 
and eventually we 
married.” 

He studied medicine 
at use and served as 
a medic in the Army. 
“1 have always wanted 
to be a doctor. 1 used 
to observe how 
hard my dad worked as 
an attorney and decided 
I did not want to be 
that. I figured that be¬ 
coming a doctor would 
provide security in my 
life and 1 would not 
have to work as hard. 
Brother, was that a joke! 
I’ve worked harder than 
I ever dreamed! But, I 
like my work, so 1 am 
not really complain¬ 
ing,” he chuckled 
as he excused himself to 
answer the phone.

Dr. Miller admits that 
the introduction of other 
hospital’s in the area 
has been most helpful. 
“We didn’t have but two 
or three when 1 started 
out. It could be 
scary,” he sighed. And 
progressive medicine has 
been a miracle. “We offer 
so much more hope to¬ 
day,” said the doctor. 

And so what does a 
small town doctor do af¬ 
ter 44 years in his com¬ 
munity? “Well, for 
one thing, 1 can re¬ 
assure Marjorie Sue that 
our dinner reservations 
will not be cancelled!

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inpatient Medi-Cal services 


Santa Teresita Hos¬ 
pital in Duarte has 
notified the stat’e of 
California that it will ter¬ 
minate its contract to 
provide inpatient services 
to Medi-Cal recipients 
effective Aug. 1,1990. 

The cancellation will 
affect all inpatient Medi- 
Cal admissions. This 
action was taken by the 
hospital when it was un¬ 
able to finalize nego¬ 
tiations with the state of 
California for a new 
contract. The existing 
contract requires a 120- 
day cancellation notice. 


Santa Teresita Hos¬ 
pital has been a Medi- 
Cal contract hospital 
since 1983. 

The state of California 
entered into selective 
provider contracts for 
the hospital care of 
Medi-Cal recipients. 
According to the 
hospital, the state has 
unrealistic expectations 
of contract terms and 
rates. The rates that are 
negotiated are below 
costs, therefore hospitals 
are forced to charge 
other patients higher 
rates to make up the loss 


from providing care to 
Medi-Cal patients. This 
is known as cost shifting. 

Santa Teresita Hos¬ 
pital will be join¬ 
ing the increasing num¬ 
ber of hospitals that have 
dropped out of the Medi- 
Cal program. Many 
hospitals have been 
out of the Medi-Cal pro¬ 
gram for several years. 
When Santa Teresita 
Hospital withdraws 
from the program the 
only hospital providers 
in the immediate area 
will be Greater El Monte 
Hospital, St. Luke Medi¬ 
cal Center and Hunting- 


ton Memorial Hospital 
in Pasadena. 

“We deeply regret this 
action,” said Michael 
Costello, hospital 
administrator, “but we 
have no alternative. It 
is impossible to 
provide care and be 
paid less than the cost 
to deliver that care. The 
State of California is 
failing in its obligations 
to provide for the 
Medi-Cal patient. We 
have stayed in the Medi- 
Cal program longer 
than most other hospi¬ 
tals in the area.”

Roger Chandler 

Incumbent and current mayor of Arcadia, 
Chandler writes, “1 have enjoyed the experience of 
being a community leader during a four-year period 
when plans and promises have been put to action. 

“Redevelopment has delivered successful pro¬ 
jects and created new tax bases. 1 will continue 
aggressive redevelopment efforts. 

“Property values have risen, while the strictest 
building regulations in our city’s history have been 
enacted.

He currently is completing his first four-year 
term on the City Council and has served as liaison 
to the Planning, Arcadia Beautiful, Senior Citizens 
and Personnel Commissions. He is a former board 
member of the Arcadia Little League. 

Chandler and his wife, Jane, are parents to 
Greg, 21, who is attending acting school in New 
York; and Jeff, 17, a senior at Arcadia High School. 

Serving on Chandler’s re-election committee are 
Bill Schenck, chairman; Pat Mauro, secretary; Bev¬ 
erly Hayden, treasurer; Mary and David Moraga, 
activities; Gene Shepherd, Prescilla and Mike Shively, 
community support; and Heidi Sue Wilson, youth 
support. 


Six candidates, including two incumbents and 
four challengers, are vying for three seats on the 
Arcadia City Council in the Tuesday, Apr. 10 
general municipal election. The News asked each 
candidate, Roger Chandler, Charles Chivetta, Joe 
Ciraulo, George Fasching, Robert Harbicht and 
Eileen Stephen, to respond to a questionnaire in 
order to prepare this pre-election overview. 

Charles Chivetta 

“1 am running for City Council because there 
is a need for a steady infusion of new leaders with 
new ideas who are motivated by a strong sense of 
public service to meet the challenges facing Arcadians 
in the ’90s. During the ’80s, Arcadians were faced 
with worsening problems of redevelopment, traffic, 
drugs, cultural and overdevelopment. Little was 
accomplished to lessen the impact of the problems 
upon Arcadians by our seasoned officials who told 
us all that the city was purring along. 1 believe that a 
new perspective is now needed on the City Council. 1 
am ready to meet the challenges of the ’Ws with 
new ideas that will beneift all Arcadians, writes 
Chivetta. 

He feels that the major problems facing the city 
are threefold, increasing traffic congestion, deterior¬ 
ation of our infrastructures and roads, and re¬ 
development. “In the next five years our most im¬ 
portant problem will involve cultural issues. As to 
the first and second, we need to establish new ideas 
on street design for both new and existing develop¬ 
ment, together with a systematic approach to up¬ 
grade our streets and replace infrastructure on an 
area by area basis. Last but not least is to es¬ 
tablish an Intercultural City Commission to deal with 
the influx of various cultural groups and problems 
they may be facing in our community. 

“As to redevelopment; I think it stinks. Re¬ 
development is now working as it should in Arca¬ 
dia. We need a definite plan outlining where we are 
at the present and what we hope to obtain in the 
future. Awnings, motels and office buildings are not 

the answer. When long-time residents and business 
owners are uprooted, deplaced and their property is 
taken at less than market value by the development 
agency, which by the way is the City Council, to 
whom do you appeal?” 

Chivetta, a 28-year resident of Arcadia, is ow¬ 
ner of an urban planning consultant, general con¬ 
tracting firm in Arcadia. Before establishing his own 
firm, he spent 25 years in city planning and build¬ 
ing departments with various California cities. 

He holds Bachelor’s and Master’s degrees in 
business, urban planning from USC. 

This,61-year-old candidate first ran for the Arca¬ 
dia City Council in 19'76 and the City Clerk’s 
office reports that he has run campaigns every two 
years since that time. 

He is a member of the Arcadia Tournament of 
Roses, past president of the Arcadia Business Asso¬ 
ciation, past board member of the Arcadia Chamber 
of Commerce, past member of the PTA, Boy Scouts 
and Y-lndian guides. 

Chivetta has two sons, Michael, 27, advertising 
accounts for the L.A. Times; and Charles, 25, CPA. 

Don Ferman is chairman of his election cam¬ 
paign while Lundall Larsson is treasurer; Sergio 
Gonzalez, cultural advisor; Perry Barit, governmen¬ 
tal affairs advisor; and Charlie August, public rela¬ 
tions.

Joe ciraulo 

As to why he seeks election to the council, 
Ciraulo writes, “I have been an active part of the 
community most of my life — and now 1 would like 
the opportunity to put back into the city my time 
and efforts, so we all can continue to enjoy the 
benefits and good things we have been able to take 
from the community. 

“1 feel that my background and experience can 
be an asset to the city and bring to my candidacy 
integrity, dedication, foresight, judgment and a pro¬ 
ven track record of community involvement.” 

Regarding community issues, he writes, “In my 
opinion the major issues facing Arcadia at this time 
are redevelopment, including eminent domain, as 
well as housing size compared to size of lot. Of 
course, there are other issues which will arise as 
use of the senior community center and the drug 
abuse problem with our young people.” 

Expanding on the redevelopment issue, he says, 
“The city has developed a master plan for redevel¬ 
opment and has made big strides in this direction; 
it’s important to see that we continue in this direc¬ 
tion with empathy and proper land usage in our 
commercial areas. We just don’t have one business 
district, but five, and each business district has its 
own interest. I believe in a proper buffer between 
those districts and houses to preserve the tranquility 
of our neighborhoods. The last thing we need is 
another so-called mini-mall; what we need is high 
quality utilization of this land.” 

Ciraulo, a 53-year-old challenger, is president 
and owner of Your Office Genie, a medical ser¬ 
vices company. He is a graduate of UCLA with a 
Master’s degree in business administration and has 
over 30 years of experience working with Fortune 
500 companies. 

He is founding chairman of the American Heart 
Association, past president of the Arcadia Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, member of the Arcadia Unified 
School District budget committee, member of the 
Arcadia Lions Club and Arcadia Elks. He also has 
been active on the Arcadia Personnel Commission 
and the board of directors for the Arcadia Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Association.

George Fasching 

In answer to the question “VV'hy are you 
running for City Council?” fasching writes, “I 
am motivated by the challenge to create, participate 
and be successful in making life better and our city 
better for the benefit of all. 1 would be one vote in 
five as a council member and that suits me just 
fine. 1 like negotiating, sharing ol opinions and 
teamwork. 

“1 would be less than candid if 1 did not say 
that I feel the time has come for our City Council to 
have some new and fresh ideas, approaches and ac¬ 
tion instead of reaction in solving the problems ol 
today and planning for our future.

Former Arcadian dies in Mexico 


Former Arcadia busi¬ 
nessman, Merrell Pratt, 
died of a massive heart 
attack in Guadalajara, 
Mexico on Jan. 16 at the 
age of 78. 

Pratt owned the Arca¬ 
dia Music Mart from 
1946-1966, during a per¬ 
iod that found him a 
member of the Arcadia 
Kiwanis Club, president 
of the Monrovia Ten¬ 
nis Club and active in the 
Arcadia Downtown Busi- 
ness Association, 
helping to establish the 
first two municipal 
parking lots in the city. 


After leaving Arca¬

Because of political 
unrest Pratt and his wife, 
Jean, moved to Guada¬ 
lajara where they 
became active in 
developing the Banda 
Medical Clinic for the 
needy. 

Pratt is survived by 
his wife of 33 years. 
Their only daughter, 
killed in 


an automobile acci¬ 
dent in 1964. The 
Pratts donated a baby 
grand piano to the Arca¬ 
dia Public Library in her 
memory.
